Tiie Ex-A uditor C har (fed w ith F o rg ­ 
ery, and O thers W ill P robably 
be Im plicated in th e Bobbery. 


So far as ia known the defalcations of 
the county officials, Frank Lauterio and 
whatever other persons are connected 
with the steal, amount to $8 000 in round 
numbers. It was a very difficult matter 
to trace these embezzlements of the 
public funds because of the way in which 
they were carried on. The Grand Jury, 
which lias been in session for some 
months past, has done its work in a very 
thorough manner, and it is to their faith­ 
fulness, aud that of the Supervisors nnd 
of the present County Auditor, that the 
discovery is due. This is the way the 
defalcations were carried on: Most of 
them were done by raising the amounts 
of the warrant* ordered drawn, and the 
greater part of these raised amounts were 
in jury payments. 
A warrant which 
called for $2 would be raised to f22, or 
something like this. 
Another method 
pursued was to interlinéate the orders of 
the Board of Supervisors. 
A list sent to 
the Auditor’s office from that of the Clerk 
is often fcuud with several interlineations. 
Where warran s were raised, the raise was 
inserted in the list sent from the Cieik’s 
office, as well as in the warrant. 
Where 
an interlineation was made, and a war­ 
rant wanted to cover it, the book of war­ 
rants was taken, aud wherever a mis’ake 
had been made in drawing a warrant, 
or in filling out a stub, and there were 
many such instances, made, p?rhaps, in­ 
stead of cancelling the warruut, it was 
just laid back and the next one filled in. 
The defective one was duly numbered in 
perfect shape. 
Here was the needed 
warrant to draw a fraudulent order on. 
The money being obtained, the stub was 
des'royed; whole books of stubs were 
spirited away in order to complicate the 
matter, and the warrants, after being 
earned, checked 
up 
in 
the Treas­ 
urer’s 
office 
and 
sent 
back 
to 
the 
Auditor’s 
office, 
were 
searched over and these fraudulent ones 
were abs’racted and destroyed. It was a 
very complete scheme of robbery. 
At 
the time these robberies of the county 
were committed, no duplicate list was 
sent to the Treaeurer’s office, but that 
official cashed any warrant presented in 
due form. Now there is a duplicate liat 
sent by the Clerk to the Treasurer, and 
he checks off all warrants by this when 
presented. 
The Grand Jury employed Mr. Black­ 
man to “ expert” the books, and he found 
it a meat difficult task to discover the 
embezzlements. 
No 
ordinary 
sys­ 
tem 
of 
checking 
would 
do, lor 
the accounts balanced to a dot. The ex pert 
had to make a triangular system of 
checks, and in this way, while any two 
of the Dccounts might come out all right, 
the third leg of the triangle would 
prove to be too long or too short, and 
thus point to the defalcation. 
But so 
well concealed were these robberies that 
it is very likely that the whole amount of 
the steal ia not yet known. 
Only a 
inoBt thorough search of the bookB will 
reveal the full truth. 
Ah to the capture of Lauterio the 6tory 
is like this. It had been supposed that 
Sunday, June 16th, was the last time 
the ex-Deputy Auditor was in town. He 
had been reported as traveling to Mon­ 
rovia with a woman in a buggy that day. 
It peems the woman was Mrs. Lauterio 
aud that they went to Devil’s Can on,took 
their lunch and returned home In the 
evening. The next day Lauterio learned 
that 
an 
effort was 
on 
foot 
to 
have 
his 
bondsmen 
give 
him 
up, 
so 
he 
concealed 
himself 
until Thursday, when he and a friend 
drove away in a buggy by way of Pasa­ 
dena and Monrovia to Devil’s Cañón. 
The fugitive states that he had been 
urged to go away and get into Mexico in 
order fo save certain “ friends” who are 
implicated in the steal. This was the 
object of his flight. 
He went to the 
Devil’s Cañón, in the mountains above 
San Bernardino, and his friend returned 
with the buggy. 
M. G. Aguirre, Sheriff of Los Angeles 
county, has 
been unceasing in 
his 
effrts 
to 
discover 
Lauterio, 
and 
many is 
the 
false 
scent he took 
to find moonshine at the end. 
Lauterio 
took a job of chopping wood in the 
cañón, and worked away for six weeks. 
Some of his friends at times visited him 
from Los Angeles, and he was waiting to 
get some money to go off to Mexico. 
Due of 
the wood-choppers 
named 
White, a half-breed, 
came down to 
Rallona to visit friends a couple of weeks 
ago, and “ blabbed” about where Lau­ 
terio was concealed in the camp.

friend of Aguirre heard him, and came 
.upto the Sheriff’s office and “ put Martin 
¡onto” 
the 
matter. 
The

hiiuterio’s friends here each time got 
him warned that Martin was on his trail 
The fugitive had a pair of large field 
glasses, with which he watched the roads 
and saw everyone that approached the 
camp. 
W hen the Sheriff came along, 
Lauterio took to the brush. Aguirre at 
latt made up his mind that some one was 
watching him and "giving him away” to 
the man he was after, so he went down 
to San Bernardino and told the Sheriff of 
that county where Lauterio was concealed 
in the brush, and asked him to watch 
the 
place 
night 
and 
day 
until 
he had to come out. For thirty-six hours 
the defaulter went without even a drop 
of water, and then he had to come out 
and give himself up as he did, and was 
brought in here last Saturday. That 
night Aguirre visited him, and made an 
arrangement with him to make a clean 
breast cf all to him on Monday.

The police were notified last night of 
the peculiar actions of a crazy German 
and two Mexicans, who visited the Cath­ 
olic cemetery on Buena V ista street on 
Sunday night and had stated their inten­ 
tion of returning again last night. The 
(ierm an’s mania consisted of a fanatical 
belief In hie powers of finding buried 
money among the graves of the dead. 
He bad obtained admission to the cem­ 
etery by means of some excuse or other 
given

performances 
to believe that a species of Voodooism 
was being carried ou. 
Hearing of the 
crank’s peculiarities, a couple of reporters 
determined to investigate the matter, to 
see whether the German would return aB 
he had promised, and accordingly about 
10 o’clock last night they scaled the rail­ 
ings round the graveyard on Buena Vista 
street, and hid themselves behind a vault 
on the main avenue. 
About fifteen minutes later sounds of 
approaching footsteps were heard, and 
presently the three fanatics came to a 
halt right in front of the vault behind 
which the reporters were hid. The two 
Mexicans were outposted to guard the 
approaches, and the crazy Dutchman 
•nlled out of his capacious pockets a 
•ottle of holy water and a Bible. 
He 
first made the sign of the cross upon the 
foreheads of his believers and then upon 
himself, after which he made a circle 
upon the ground large enough for him to 
stand within. 
A candle was produced, and a charm 
composed of a piece of paper with hiero­ 
glyphics upon it was buried in the earth. 
Then the candle was lighted, and the 
high priest knelt clown and read a chap­

tions, one of the reporters injudiciously 
stepped from behind the vault so as to 
see better what was going on, and was 
confronted with the appalling spectacle 
of a tombstone smoking a cigarette. This 
delusion was caused by one of the Mexi­ 
can ontposts, who had stationed himself 
behind a tombstone, nothing but hie 
head being visible. 
Of the two the Mexican, perhaps, was 
the more scared, and he immediately 
rushed back to the German aud in­ 
formed him of what he had just seen. 
The crank, however, immediately blew 
ouc his light, and instructed the Mexican 
fo keep quiet, as his prayers were beiDg 
answered—that which he nad seen be­ 
ing a friendly spirit coming to show him 
where the money was buried. The Mex­ 
ican got worse; tcared than ever at this 
information and his teeth audibly chat­ 
tered.

The reporters in the meantime escaped 
into the shade of a friendly group of 
trees near by and awaited developments. 
They came sooner than expected, for a 
huge polecat disturbed the German’s 
incantations, backed up close to where 
the crank knelt and made its presence 
suddenly known bv a most unp'easant 
method. This brcke up the whole per­ 
formance, but th e German was heard, as 
the party moved away, remonstrating 
with the scared Mexican for having 
broken the spell by speaking out loud. 
He stated his intention of revisiting the 
place to-night, but it is more than likely 
that he will be in the padded cell of the 
County Jail at the time he expects to 
make his next attempt.

A letter was received and read from 
Col. J. J. Ayers in response to a request 
from the directors that he deliver the 
opening address. Col. Ayers agreed to 
comply with the request. 
A letter was read from E. F. Smith, the 
Secretary of the State Board of Agricul­ 
ture, with regard to the citrus fairs. The 
las» Legislature made an appropriation of 
$10,000 for two citrus fairs, to be held 
next spriug, one in the northern part of 
the State and the other in the southern. 
The location for the southern fair has not 
yet been selected. It will be decided 
upon by the State Board of Agriculture, 
which meets at Sacramento on Septem­ 
ber 13th. 
At that time the board 
is anxious to have propositions from 
various sections of this part of the State 
with regard to what inducements they 
can offer to have the fair in their con 
fines.

O’Neil, M. D .,” 
in the center; in the lower right-hand 
corner his office in the Valla block ia 
given, and in the npper left-hand corner, 
in red. is the legend, Latnh Dearg Aboo, 
followed

too. 
The 
English of the above is "The Red Hand 
Forever.” 
This is the famous legend of 
the O'Neil family. 
i’he doctor was pursuing the even 
tenor of his way here among the orange 
groves of Los Angeles, and about two 
weeks ago he went into a restaurant to 
get his dinner. 
As be came out a 
sprightly young man, Irish too, who 
gave the name of O'Brien, accosted him 
and asked him if he were Dr. O’Neil. 
The stranger said he had seen 
Dr. 
O’Neil before, in Philadelphia and else­ 
where. 
Thus 
an acquaintance was 
formed, which O'Brien improved, and 
for days plied O’Neil with all sorta of 
questions as to his movements during 
the past spring. 
O’Neil, not suspecting 
what O’Brien wanted, was open about it 
all, and told where he was all through the 
past spring and early summer. 
Bo frank 
was the Doctor about his goings and 
comings that O’Brien, at last satisfied 
he was on the wrong scent, made a clean 
breast of everything and told O’Neil what 
he was after. This is the story: 
Luke Dillon strongly suspects that 
Alex. Bullivan killed Dr. Cronin, and is 
determined to oring him to pnnishment. 
In some way the detectives got a photo­ 
graph of Dr. O'Neil, which they took t. 
the store where ttie furniture was bougt 
to furnish the cottage where Cronin wa • 
killed. The man who sold the furnitur 
was poeitive that the photograph was th> 
picture of the man who bought tht 
things. This sent O’Brien out to Lo 
Angeles to look up O’Neil. 
He had ii 
the meantime obtained possession of let 
ters written by Dr. O’Neil to Dr. Macahey 
of Philadelphia, and to Luke Dillon,both 
leaders in 
the Clan-na-Gael, and in 
these letters were such expressions as 
"W here is Cronin?” 
Before O'Brien 
set eyes on Dr. O’Neil and found him so 
frank about the matter, he was dead 
sure he had one of the men. 
After stay­ 
ing nearly two weeks here, he has come 
to the conclusion that he has crossed the 
continent on a wild-goose chase. 
Dr. O’Neil’s story ia conclusive in all 
its details. 
He graduated at the Jeffer­ 
son Medical College April 3d. 
On the 
16th he left Philadelphia by way of New 
Orleans 
for Los 
Angeles, 
where 
he

On 
the 
11th 
of 
May 
he 
went 
to

remained some days and then he went 
to Arrowhead Springs for a vaca’ion 
has not been out of the State since 
day of his arrival. 
To be sure the cottage in which Dr. 
Cronin was killed was furnished some 
time before the killing took place, weeks 
before O’Neil left the East. The detect­ 
ive had learned every movement the 
young medical student made while in 
Philadelphia about the time this thing 
was done. 
He found out each day he 
bad been absent from his room. He set 
op the claim th at be had been away from 
his lodgings for a few days just at the 
time. But O’Neil explains that the Clan- 
na-Gael people in Philadelphia were get­

him a suitable present. 
A microscope 
was determined on, and Dr. O’Neill was 
employed in procuring this. Tnus he is 
able to establish a complete alibi, and the 
detective will go back empty handed. 
The detective is reported to have made 
a queer statement about the identifica­ 
tion of Cronin’s body. 
The only mark 
by which it could be told to be the corpse 
of the missing Doctor was by the um- 
billicus. 
At the Doctor’s birth a bit of 
very clumsy midwifery was committed 
in the treating of the umbiilical cord. A 
bad hernia was the result. If this is the 
only identification made, it is simply 
none at all. There is not a sane man in 
America who will swear that this body 
was that of Cronin on any such evidence. 
Doctor O’Neil is a mem her of the Clan- 
na-Gael, and has soms startling theories. 
He thinks Piggott did not commit sui­ 
cide, but that he was put out of the way 
by the English Government to stop his 
mouth. 
He thinks Cronin may be alive 
and hidden by the English to throw sus­ 
picion on the Clan-na-Gael. Cronin was 
suspected of being a British spy. 
He 
proposed Le Caron, alias Piggott. for 
membership in the Clan. 
The enmity 
between Alexander Sullivan and Cronin 
arose in this way: 
Dr. Cronin charged 
Sullivan with misappropriating $200 000 
subscribed lor the Parnell fund. The 
charges were investigated by a proper 
committee, and two reports were made. 
The majority report cleared Sullivan, anil 
the minority report held him guilty. 
By 
the rules of the order Cronin was bound 
to stop right there, but he did not. 
He still charged Sullivan with embez­ 
zling the funds. Thflfle two circumstances 
cause the Clan to suspect that Cronin 
was. like his f iend Le Caron, a spy. 
There are queer arrangements in a 
secret society like the Clan-na-Gael. 
Some one has often to be trusted im­ 
plicitly in delicate missions. The Clan 
did not desire to appear as contributors 
to the Parnell fund, lest that fact should 
prejudice the caiiBe of the Irish leader 
before the people of England. 
In such 
circumstances a trusted man like Sulli­ 
van is voted as large a sum of money as 
$200,000. 
He says he will "carry the 
news to M ary,” or, in otherw ords.be 
wfll do the will of th« 
ff'nda 
«i man to take *hb funds to their destin­ 
ation, a rd there i« no question naked.

W hen th e case was called for 
trial by Police Ju d g e S tanton, M rs. Lin- 
wood, the co m p lain an t’s wife, was called 
upon to testify to th e n atu re of th e offense, 
th e defendant haviug entered his plea of 
guilty as charged. 
She stated, in re­ 
m arkably well chosen language, th a t Blie 
was th e P resid en t of an organisation 
know n as th e U nion L iterary Society, 
and th at th e headquarters of th is high' 
toned society w ere a t C ham pagne H all, 
a large room in th e vicinity of th e San 
P ernando-street depot. 
In her official capacity M rs. Linwood 
save weekly dances a t th is h all, to which 
ladies were ad m itted free of charge, but 
gentlem en w ere tax ed in th e sum of fifty 
cents each. None but persons of unques­ 
tionable respectability were adm itted. 
O n Saturday nig h t last one of these 
dances was h eld , M rs. Linwood superin­ 
tending th e arrangem ents in th e hall, 
w hile tier h u sb an d was engaged outside 
in driving people to and from th e dance 
iu a ’bus. A certain M r. W elsh had been 
engaged for th e occasion as floor m an 
ag er, and am ong th e guests was Lee 
W right, the d efendant. 
J u st as W right w as in th e act of leading 
a lady to th e floor to dance, W elsh stepped 
u p and 
said , 
“ F ifty cents, please.” 
W right, instead 
of 
paying, 
retorted, 
“ Y ou're a little to o previous,” an d w alked 
on w ith his p artn er, W elsh following him 
u p. 
A second d em an d for fifty cents was 
m ade, and as th e m oney w as not forth­ 
com ing, W elsh said th at if W right was 
looking for a light h e could be accom m o­ 
dated outside. 
W right replied th at he 
generally took h is fights as they cam e, 
and knocked W elsh out w ith a blow 
betw een th e eyes. 
Several of th e ladies, including M rs. 
W elch, 
jum ped 
upon th e 
pugilistic 
W rig h t; 
a 
scene 
ensued. 
A t 
this 
ju n ctu re 
M r. Linw ood appeared 
and 
stepped up to W right, b u t was laid out 
senseless by a blow on th e jugular vein. 
H e was carried out and atten d ed to by 
h is wife. 
D uring th e enactm ent of this 
little scene the d ancers, who num bered 
about seventy-five, still continued th eir 
evolutions, and no attention was paid to 
th e fighters, according to M rs. Lin wood’s 
statem en t. 
W illiam C rum , th e m ashing firem an, 
w ho figured so prom inently a few weeks 
ago in a dom estic Bcandal, corroborated 
th e details of th e W elsh scene, but did 
n o t see Linwood struck. 
H e was em ­ 
ployed as a violinist to furnish m usic for 
th e dancers. 
T he defendant, W right, w ho conducted 
b is own caue, sta te d in h is defense th at 
th ere w as alw ays som ething back of 
th ese rows. 
Linw ood had insulted his 
wifo at the door, a n d th at had m ade him 
m ad. T hen, again, Linwood had th re a t­ 
ened to “ fix” h im , and h ad rushed at 
h im w ith his h an d s up, so th a t he ju st 
stru ck him in self-defense. 
As for th e 
U nion L iterary Society, it had been dead 
for years, and M rs. Linw ood’s dances 
w ere open to anybody, as they were ju st 
a schem e to m ak e m oney. 
If W elsh 
“ h a d n ’t m ade th e crack about going out­ 
side to fight, he would never h ave h it 
an ybody.”

duce M attie, h er sister, b u t she had 
prevented it by pu ttin g her in th e back 
of her ow n bed and keeping her father 
out.

G arrett h ad m et a girl nam ed Nettie 
K eyes, w use hom e was in V entura, on 
th e street, and as she w as out of work, 
he had offered her a hom e.

the original occupant, in 1834, by Gover­ 
nor Figneroa. The defendants claimed 
under an alleged concession of tho land 
in 1801 by Arrilarga, the then Governor 
of California. This alleged concession is 
claimed to have been made to one Gri­ 
jalva, but nothing can be found in the 
archives to show that it ever was perfected 
into a grant. 
For over fifteen years the 
rancho Las Bolsas has been the subject 
of fierce dispute. 
Settlers first claimed 
that it was Government land and subject 
to entry, and went upon it in large num­ 
bers. The owners of the grant now con­ 
firmed tried to put them off, but were 
met with force. 
The settlers then cov­ 
ered their holdings with the Arrilarga 
title, which had been recognized by the 
Board of Land Commissioners in 1852, 
and upon which patents had issued. 
W ith these patents they have held the 
land ever since. 
But Judge Field’s de­ 
cision sets them aside as against the pat­ 
ents derived by plaintiffs from the grant 
of 1834, sayiDg that those patents are 
only valid as against the United States 
Government, but not as against third par- 
tiesholding patents based upon a perfected 
grant to the same land. Our columns 
are too crowded to run the decision in 
full to-day ; but we will give it as soon 
as possible. 
Besides the interest it pos 
sesses to all the parties in the contro­ 
versy, it possesses an historical interest 
which all will desire to become con­ 
versant with. Like all of Justice Field’s 
opinions, it is written in a clear and 
masterly style. 


Do Some E ffectiv e W o r k . 
The extent to which the sewer qnes 
tion is being aired in the columns of some 
of oar contemporaries is highly amusing. 
The H e r a l d has all along sounded the 
true keynotes on this issue, bat we havt 
not deemed it necessary to talk our read­ 
ers to death on the matter. We believe, 
as we have heretofore said, that the 
■ewer bonds are beaten as the case 
stands, and the unfortunate proposed 
location of the High School renders it 
doubtful whether even the school bonds 
will carry. There is no question but 
that there is a strong clique who are 
pushing all these bonds, and the motives 
of some of their strongest advocates are 
not all for the public good. This journal 
has not found it necessary to insult 
anybody in a 
controversy in which 
citizens 
may 
rightfully differ, and 
we dispute 
no one’s right to 
vote 
as he pleases, but there will be a 
strong and concerted effort to poll 
e two-thirds vote for the bonds that will 
be backed by considerable coin. There 
is the only danger. 
Organization and 
money will do much to produce a result 
which would look like a declaration of 
the will of the people. These should lie 
met by counter organization and by the 
materialization of just so much coin as 
may be needed to make an effective cam­ 
paign, and to pay the necessary and 
legitimate expenses of a movement in the 
interest of the people. The merits of the 
question, pro and con, have been very 
completely presented, and the great need 
of the friends of good government is, in 
the language of Captain Cuttle, that they 
should “ stand by.” 
Provision ought to 
be made to allow every voter to express 
his views without let or hindrance. The 
friends 
of 
the 
bonds 
will 
have 
diligent wotkers at the polls. 
These 
people will be on hand bright and early. 
The tickets for the bonds will be ped­ 
dled out most assiduously. The strikers 
will be on hand in force. 
It is lamenta­ 
ble but true th at these are the adjuncts 
of an ordinary American election, and 
when opposed to indecision and lack of 
organization they are very often effec­ 
tive. 
It would be a good idea for the 
anti-bondmen 
to have their tickets 
printed eariy, and to snppiy every 
voter with a ballot printed “ No,” ac­ 
companied by a short and convincing 
circular explaining the merits of the 
question. 
These could be distributed 
through the mails, and they would go far 
to neutralize the effective machine work 
of the friends of the bonds.

Congrev* M em o rialized In R e g a rd 
to U . x l c a u Urea. 
E l P a s o , Tex., August 12.—The South­ 
western Mining Association met at El 
Paso today to take action on the Mexi­ 
can lead ore question. The association 
represents the whole mining interests oi 
Texas, Arizona and New Mexico, besides 
the American miners in Mexico. The 
meetmg adopted the following resolu­ 
tions 
W h e r e a s , At the instance of the lead 
monopolies of Colorado, a meeting of citi­ 
zens was recently held in Denver, the 
object of which was to protest against ihe 
free importation of lead ores from Mex­ 
ico and other countries, and resolutions 
to that end were adopted ; and 
W h e r e a s , It is the manifest aim of 
these monopolista to encourage the use 
of public opinion demanding the repeal 
of the law now in force on such importa­ 
tions, and a reversal of the ruliDgs here­ 
tofore made by different Secretaries of 
the Treasury, by which the introduction 
of such ores from Mexico has been made 
in exchange of commodities with that 
coui-try, a source of profit and advantage 
to these communities, and 
W h e r e a s , Such resolutions seek to 
break down and destroy the smelting in­ 
terests of the Southwest by denying the 
importbti -n of fluxing ores, essential to 
the smelting of dry and refractory ores 
which are the products of Texas, New 
Mexico and Arizma, and 
W h e r e a b , Tne further growth and 
prosperity of the Southwest, already 
well 
advanced, will 
contiuue to be 
mainly dependent on the commercial re­ 
lations now subsisting between Mexico 
and the United States; and 
W h e r e a s , T o insure a continuance of 
this prosperity and to encourage the 
gruwtii of that section, every channel of 
Uade for the importation of Mexican 
ores, to be employed in paym ent for the 
exportation of American products and 
m anufacture^ should be kept open and 
stantly widened by ttie legislation of 
Congress; and 
W h e r e a s , That section, with its tnanv 
new and well-equipped smelting plants 
and Mexican silver and lead oros intro 
ducea Lee of duties, combined ample 
conditions and facilities for the profitable 
reduction of its own ores, thereby saving 
from waste a large per cent, on account 
of the treatm ent of dry and refractory ores 
and the freight thereon to the smelters of 
Col trado, therefore, 
Retolved, By the El Paso and Sou h- 
WriS'ern Mining Association, 
First, That in behalf of the mining 
interests of Texas, New Mexico and 
Arizona, we condemn the meihods and 
aims of the Colorado men, and as well 
the spirit and purpose of the resolutions 
referred to, and claim from the Govern 
ment of the United States protection and 
equal rights. 
Set-ond, That copies hereof be for­ 
warded to the Secretaries of the State 
and Tieasury Departments, and each 
member of Congress from the htate of 
Texas and the Delegates of Arizona and 
New Mexico.
